In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation, invention I 
operates as an alerting device to alert the user that the on-hold tone may be mistaken 
for a control signal and to edit the tone, while invention II is directed to a facsimile 
machine that suspends facsimile operation when an on-hold condition is detected. 

2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
